Channel Is Desolate 


In three days I motored up and 


down the coast between Ostend and 
Boulogne. Although I slood on high • 
promolories 
commanding 
superb 


views of the Channel, including. 
the chalk cliffs of Dover. I saw not 
one British convoy, nor any good- 
sized ship. 


Two German mine-sweepers and 


a fishing smack were all I could 
discern moving over the desolate 
waterway. There were plenty of 
motionless funnels showing above, 
the waters of harbors J visited—all 
reminders of the battles of Ostend, ,«" 
Calais, Dunkcrquc—and plenty of' 
stranded ships on beaches and reefs. 


The air above the channel, how- 


ever, was full of activity; in fact, 
planes were roaring over our heads 
nearly all the time. 


Coast Is Fortified 


Spectators on the sidelines of the 


battle for England, we 
watched 


speedy Messerschmitt pursuit planes 
rocketing to giddy heights and darl- 
ing across the Channel, saw heav- 
ily-armed 
combat 
craft 
roaring 


toward England, saw squadrons of 
Germany's heaviest bombers dron- 
ing ominously westward with loadi 
of death and destruction. 


We could not see where the Ger- 


mans dropped their bombs, and all 
we couJd hear was a series of heavy 
detonations, interspersed with the 
thud-thud and boom-boom of Brit- 
sh anti-aircraft batteries.

as an unneutral act since it would 
involve only the strengthening of 
American defenses. 
He told reporters, however, that 
he was “glad to see that the presi­ 
dent is not considering

American destroyers for these naval 
bases and thereby weakening our 
own defenses " 
Negotiations Underway 
The president told his press con­ 
ference Friday that negotiations 
were underlay with Great Britain 
for the acquisition of western hem­ 
isphere naval and air bases, but 
cautioned reporters not to specu­ 
late that a trade of destroyers was 
involved. 
Despite this, some usually well 
informed legislators continued to 
insist privately that a destroyer deal 
w’as “in the mill” and might be 
consummated in a few days by 
executive action. 
Meanwhile, the national defense 
commission was reported to have 
undertaken a survey of widespread 
proportions, looking toward the lo­ 
cation of defense industrial plants 
in all sections of the counary.

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Alice Wild Well Still Remains Problem After Long Week Of Blowout 


WATER WELL 


ALSO BLOWS 
OUT IN AREA 


Railroad Commission 


Heads Take Over 


ALICE—One of the most difficult 


of recent wild wells in South Texas 


f 
still posed an unsolved problem 
in wild well engineering here Sat- 
urday after a week-long blowout 
had grown progressively worse since 
the first outbreak on August 4. 


A steadily widening crater about 
4 
300 yards from the offending 5,100- 
foot gasser still threatened the new 
million-dollar gas recycling plant of 
Vf. R. David and Company in the 
Alice gas field, five miles south of 
til* city. Thi plant, built for the 
Davis firm by, Hudson Engineering 
Company, was to have started oper- 
ations on August 20. A gathering 
system and plant installations suf- 
ficient to handle production from 11 
gassers in the field were to have 
taken the gas-distillate flow from 
the wells, separated the gas from 
the distillate, recovered the distillate 
for commercial use and returned the 
gas to Us natural underground reser- 
voir without wasting, the gas or 
reducing the formation pressure, 
Freuure Is Escaping 


Difficulty with the gasser, known 
•s the No, 2 Ingram-Bryant, was 
first experienced several day* be- 


r 
for* the crater suddenly appeared on 
th» recycling plant grounds. While 
workmen labored to control the gas- 
ser, originally completed in the 
field's 5,100-foot sand, the heavy 
pressure, 
variously estimated at 


v 
1.500 to 2,500 pounds, began escap- 
ing either through the casing string 
or through the cement casing seat. 


About noon' on Sunday, Aug. 4, 
i water well, drilled to 831 feet to 
supply. th» Divis plant, suddenly 
blew out and ran wild, the pressure 
appearing outsld* the water well 
casing. Almost simultaneously, three 
craters, ««ch about 13 to 20 feet in 
diameter, appeared on th« east side 
of U. S, Highway 281, directly op- 
posit* th» water well blowout on 
th» south edge of the Davis proper- 
ty. At the same time, water, wells 
• I five other places within a half- 
mil* of the well blew out and ran 
wild. On* of these was at the rear 
of th* S. C. Ingram home, * half- 
mil* north of the plant. The Ingram 
water well cratered and the wind- 
mill and tank were quickly swal- 
lowed. Th* Ingram family hastily 
evacuated and th* home was sur- 
rounded by water and mud. This 
crater had widened to mor* than 
30 f*et Saturday. 


Tubing Lcaki Found 


Engineers who started work on 


th* No. 2 Ingram-Bryant first ex- 
perienced 
difficulty in removing 


tubing from the well. That job was 
finally completed Friday, August 9, 
five days later. It was then discov- 
ered that leaks in the tubing string 
may have contributed to the trouble. 
Workmen went back in the hole and 
found the casing apparently col- 
lapsed around 1,131 feet. They be- 
gan making up a string of 3 3-16 
inch casing to run inside the well 
string as a liner. They planned t* 
pump 22-pound mud against the 
well pressure In an effort to bring 
it under control. Starting In with 
th* liner, they found the hole dam- 
aged at 80 feet and were unable 
to get the liner down. Then they 
tried using golf balls and canvas 
bags to fill the leaks in the casing, 
but th* pressure thus partially plug- 
god only built up and blew out 
elsewhere. Engineers also believed 
th* casing scat was cither blown 
out or was leaking badly. 


Thus, they were faced with casing 


leaks at three depths and probably 
• cavity at the casing seat. 


Bom* Crates Dead 


On Monday, the flow around the 
outside of the water well casing in 
the Davis plant suddenly ceased, 
and the well began to blast rocks, 
mud and water from inside the 
casing, Indicating that the original 
blowout . had been cither through 
the 330-foot or 550-foot water lands 
in the field, that this had finally 
been cliotfed off and that the escap- 
ing gas had channeled into the 
830-foot sand. Supporting this theory 
was the cessation of pressure on 
the three craters opposite the plant 
as well as a shallow water well 
drilled opposite the Ingram home. 
All these are now dead. 


The wild water well has now 


burled the plant ground beneath 
two to six feet of mud, water and 
rocks, some of the latter having 
torn holts six to twelve inches in 
diameter In the roof of the plant 
office building and the giant cooling 
tower, both of them 500 feet nort 
of the crater. 


The mud flow made its way int 


the plant's main pump-house, wher 
an estimated 1250,000 worth of cost 
ly machinery is partially buriec 
In addition, about $80,000 worth o 
construction materials stored in th 
plant yard his suffered undetermin 
ed damage, engineers i« ported. Th 
water well is estimated to hav 
erupted 100,000 cubic 'yards of dirt 
Texas Railroad Commission ex 
pert* and engineers are now in 
charge of operations and are making 
plans tu bring the well under con- 
trol. 


About 500 feet northwest of the center la the plant's main pump house, housing machinery valued at 
over $230,000, more than half of which now lies beneath two to four feet of mud. In the background 1« 
the rock-sputtered cooling tower.

the city. The plant, built for the 
Davis firm by Hudson Engineering 
Com pany, was to have started o p e r­ 
ations on A ugust 20. A gathering 
system and plant installations su f­ 
ficient to handle production from ll 
gassers in th e field w ere to have 
taken the gas-distillate flow from 
the wells, separated the gas from 
the distillate, recovered the distillate 
for com m ercial use and retu rn e d the 
gas to its natu ral u nd ergrou nd re se r­ 
voir w ithout w asting the gas or 
reducing the form ation pressure. 
Pressure Is Escaping 
Difficulty w ith the gasser, know n 
as the Na. 2 Ingram -B ryant, w as 
first experienced several day* b e ­ 
fore the c ra te r suddenly appeared on 
the recycling plan t grounds. While 
w orkm en labored to control the g as­ 
ser, 
originally 
com pleted 
in 
the 
field's 5,100-foot sand, the heavy 
pressure, 
variously 
estim ated 
at 
1,500 to 2.500 pounds, began escap­ 
ing either through the casing string 
or through the cem ent casing seat. 
A bout noon on Sunday, Aug. 4. 
a w ater well, drilled to 831 feet to 
supply the Davis plant, suddenly 
blew out and ran wild, the pressure 
appearing outside the w ater well 
casing. A lm ost sim ultaneously, three 
craters, each about 15 to 20 feet in 
diam eter, appeared on the east side 
of U. S. H ighw ay 281, directly op­ 
posite the w a te r well blow out on 
the south edge of the Davis p ro p e r­ 
ty. At the sam e time, w ater wells 
at five other places w ithin a half- 
mile of the well blew out and ran 
wild. One of these was at the rear 
of the S. C. Ingram home, a half- 
mile north of the plant. The Ingram 
w ater well cratered and the w in d ­ 
mill and tank w ere quickly sw al­ 
lowed. T he Ing ram fam ily hastily 
evacuated and the home was sur- 
. round ed by w ater and mud. This 
c rater had w idened to m ore than 
30 feet Saturday. 
Tubing Leaks Found 
Engineers who started w ork on 
th e No. 2 Ing ram -B ry an t first e x ­ 
perienced 
difficulty 
in 
rem oving 
tubing from the well. That job was 
finally com pleted Friday, August 9. 
five days later. It was then discov­ 
ered that leaks in the tubing string 
m ay have contributed to the trouble 
W orkm en w ent back in the hole and 
found the casing ap parently col­ 
lapsed around 1,131 feet. They b e ­ 
gan m ak in g up a string of 5 3-16 
inch casing to run inside the well 
string as a liner. T hey planned to 
pum p 22-pound 
m ud 
against 
the 
well pressure in an effort to bring 
it u n der control. S tarting in w ith 
the liner, they found the hole d a m ­ 
aged at 80 feet and w ere unable 
to get the liner down. T hen they 
tried using golf balls and canvas 
bags to fill the leaks in the casing, 
but the pressure thus partially p lu g ­ 
ged only built up and blew out 
elsew here. E ngineers also believed 
the casing seat was either blown 
out or was leaking badly. 
Thus, they w ere faced w ith casing 
leaks a t three depths and probably 
a cavity at the casing seat. 
Som e Crates Dead 
On M onday, the flow around the 
outside of the w ater v e il casing in 
the Davis p lan t suddenly ceased, 
and the well began to blast rocks, 
m ud 
and 
w a te r from 
inside the 
casing, indicating th a t the original 
blow out had been either through 
th e 330-foot or 550-foot w a te r sands 
in the field, that this had finally 
been choked off and that the escap­ 
ing gas had channeled 
into the 
830-foot sand. Supporting this theory 
was the cessation of pressure on 
the three craters opposite the plant 
as well as a shallow w ater well 
drilled opposite the Ingram home. 
All these are now dead. 
The w ild w ater well has now 
buried 
the plant ground 
beneath 
tw o to six feet of m ud, w ater and 
rocks, some of the latter having 
to m holes six to tw elve inches in 
d iam e te r in the roof of the plant 
office building and the giant cooling 
tow er, both of them 500 feet north 
of the crater. 
T he m ud flow m ade its w ay into 
the plant s m ain pum p-house, w here 
an estim ated $250,000 w orth of cost­ 
ly m achinery is partially buried. 
In addition, abo ut $60,000 w orth of 
construction m aterials stored in the 
plant yard has suffered u n d e te rm in ­ 
ed dam age, engineers imported. The 
w a te r w ell is estim ated to have 
eru p ted 100,000 cubic yards of dirt.

Sound Principle* 


It also has become apparent that 


the fundamentals underlying the 
school safety patrol are a contribu- 
tion to sound education, in addition 
to the value of .its primary objective 
—the protection of child life. 


The lack of organization and 


uniformity which marked the early 
years of patrols, when many 'were 
allowed to direct vehicular . traffic 
or stand in the street, practically 
is eliminated today. In these early 
days the equipment, of patrols was 
even more varied. Some wore belts, 
some arm bands and still others 
caps. 


Today most patrols are organ- 


ized and function in 
accordance 


with standard rules compiled and 
approved by representatives of five 
national organizations—the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association, Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, National Education As- 
sociation, National Safety Council, 
and United States Office of Edu- 
cation. 


These rules specify 
that "the 


function of the school safety pa- 
trol is to instruct, direct and con- 
trol the members of the student 
body in crossing the street at or 
near schools. 
Patrols should not 


be charged with the responsibility 
of .directing vehicular traffic, nor 
be allowed to do so, other than 
signalling to a motorist who ap- 
proaches the crossing after the 
student pedestrians have left the 
curb."

T^XTENSIVE traffic safety educa- 
■*“i tom and driver training in the 
high schools of the country have 
developed a greater appreciation 
for the automobile in daily life and 
a new’ sense of responsibility which 
will assure better traffic conditions 
in the years to come 
This widespread training can also 
be counted upon as a basis of e x ­ 
pensive for drivers as motorizing 
of national defense units proceeds 
rapidly. 
While this feature of high school 
activity is comparatively new. hav­ 
ing widespread acceptance within 
Ute last five years, it has grown 
at an unusually fast rate 
Thus it 
is a tribute to educators that they 
have been quick to see the value 
of this phase of sch«x»l curricula 
It all means that new drivers will 
take their places in traffic with a 
better knowledge of conditions and 
a better grasp of the responsibility 
of individuals to themselves and lo 
others. 
Hie grow’th of this ne v educa­ 
tional activity has attracted wide 
attention. 
School authorities were 
quick to recognize its value, but 
they were without adequate text 
material, plans of study, and m eth­ 
ods of at-the-wheel training. 
Con­ 
cerned with all programs to bring 
about safer 
and 
more efficient 
movement of traffic, the American 
Automobile 
Association 
assigned 
traffic 
specialists 
to 
collaborate 
with educators in preparing text 
material. 
Text W idely Used 
As a result, there was developed 
the "Sportsmanlike Driving’* text 
books and pamphlets, of which some 
300 NX) copies are now widely used. 
As a secondary phase of Uhs pro­ 
gram. 
at-the-wheel 
training 
has 
been provided by hundreds of high 
schools with the use of dual control 
cars 
These cars have auxiliary 
clueh and brake pedals so that in­ 
structors have full control of the 
vehicle 
when 
training 
students 
Automobile manufacturers and deal­ 
ers ha' e cooperated w ith the A A A 
and big schools in supplying auto­ 
mobiles for training purposes rea­ 
lizing that this field offered a sound 
basis for making the country more 
conscious of the value of motor 
transportation.

Still another phase of the pro­ 
gram has been training teachers 
desir ous of becoming instructors in 
traffic safety education and driver 
training Approximately 2,000 teach­ 
ers have attended summer courses 
and training classes conducted by 
traffic specialists and educators. 
Vast Cooperative Response 
As a result, within the last five 
years there has been developed a 
sound basis for traffic education in 
the secondary schools of the coun­ 
try 
Parents have been most re­ 
sponsive to this new field of educa­ 
tion because it lessened their w or­ 
ries over sons and daughters in the 
maze of traffic. 
Educators have 
recognized this training as import­ 
ant* to citizenship building in a 
country where there is virtually 
one car to every family. 
Other groups have seen in th tv 
cf fee ive activity a greater mobil­ 
ization of public sentiment for more 
efficient 
and 
safer 
meth ><is

handling traffic. Thus the o! I m eth­ 
od whereby adults and youngsters 
learned to drive after only a rudi­ 
mentary 'knowledge of c ir control- 
and ‘hroup.h chance-taking

neer models in automobiles 
The outlook is that the 1940-41 
school year will find traffic safety 
education and driver training more 
strongly entrenched in sch o o l Cur- 
riculas than ever before, with more 
and more high schools adding this 
valuable activity.

WASHINGTON — (IF) — Cancel- 


lation of a portion of Great Britain'* 
war debt in exchange for naval base 
sites in Britain's western hemis- 
phere possessions was advocated 
Saturday by Senator Wheeler (D- 
Mont). 
Wheeler, who at times has been 


highly critical of administration 
efforts to aid Great Britain, said 
It wa» his opinion that a deal mak- 
ing naval bases available to the 
United States in part payment of 
the war debts could not be regarded 
as an unncutral act since it would 
involve only the strengthening of 
American defenses. 


He told reporters, however, that 


he was "glad to see that the presi- 
dent is not considering trading 
American destroyers for these naval 
bases and thereby weakening our 
own defenses." 


Negotiation* Underway 


The president told his press con- 


ference Friday that negotiations 
were underway with Great Britain 
for the acquisition of western hem- 
isphere naval and air bases. ,but 
cautioned reporters not to specu- 
late that a trade of destroyers was 
involved. 


Despite this, some usually well 


informed legislators continued to 
Insist prlvntely that n destroyer deal 
•was "in the mill" and might be 
consummated Jn a few days by 
executive action. 


Meanwhile, the national defense 


commission was reported to have 
undertaken n survey of widespread 
proportions, looking toward the lo- 
cation of defense industrial plants 
in all sections of the counary.

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Alice Wild Well Still Remains Problem After Long Week Of Blowout

Heads Take Over 


ALICE—One of the most difficult 


of recent wild wells In South Texas 


> , 
still posed an unsolved problem 
in wild well engineering here Sat- 
urday after a week-long blowout 
had grown progressively worse mince 
the first outbreak on August 4. 


A steadily widening crater about 


— ' 
300 yards from the offending S.100- 
fnot gasser still threatened the new 
million-dollar gas recycling plant of 
W. R. Davis and Company In the 
Alice gas field, five miles south of 
the city. Th« plant, built for the 
Davis firm by Hudson Engineering 
Company, was to have started oper- 
ations on August 20. A gathering 
system and plant installations suf- 
ficient to handle production from 11 
gass«rs in the field were to have 
taken the gas-distillate flow from 
the wells, separated the gas from 
the distillate, recovered the distillate 
for commercial use and returned the 
gas to Its natural underground reser- 
voir without wasting the gas or 
reducing the formation pressure. 


Pressure 1* Escaping 


Difficulty with the gasser, known 
•s th* No. 2 Ingram-Brynnt, was 
first experienced several days be- 


I 
fore the crater suddenly appeared on 
the recycling plant grounds. While 
workmen labored to control the gas- 
•er, originally completed In the 
field's 0,100-foot sand, the heavy 
pressure, 
variously estimated 
at 


» 
1,500 to 2,300 pounds, began escap- 
ing either through the casing string 
or through the cement casing seat. 


About noon on Sunday, Aug. 4. 


a water well, drilled to 831 feet to 
supply the Davis plant, suddenly 
blew out and ran wild, the pressure 
appearing outside the water well 
casing. Almost simultaneously, three 
craters, each about 15 to 20 feet in 
dinmet-.r, appeared on the east side 
of U. S. Highway 281, directly op- 
posite the water well blowout on 
the south edge of the Davis proper- 
ty. At the same time, water wells 
at five other places within a half- 
mil* of the well blew out and ran 
wild. One ol these was at the rear 
of the S. C. Ingram home, a half' 
mile north of the plant. The Ingram 
water well cratered and the wind- 
mill and tank were quickly swal- 
lowed. Th« Ingram family hastily 
evacuated and the horn* was sur- 
round id by water and mud. This 
crater had widened to more than 
30 feet Saturday. 


Tubing Leaks Found 


Engineers who started work on 


the No. 2 Ingram-Bryant first ex- 
perienced 
difficulty in removing 


tubing from the well. That Job was 
finally completed Friday, August 9, 
five,days later. It was then discov- 
ered that leaks In the tubing string 
may have contributed to the trouble. 
Workmen went back in the hole and 
found the casing apparently col 
lapsed around 1,131 feet. They be- 
gan making up a string of 9 3-1C 
inch casing to run inside the well 
string as a liner. They planned to 
pump 22-pound mud against the 
well pressure in an effort to bring 
it under control. Starting in with 
the liner, they found the hole dam- 
aged at 80 feet and were unable 
to get the ](ner down. Then they 
tried using golf balls and canvas 
bags to fill the leaks in the casing, 
but the pressure thus partially plug- 
ged only built up and blew out 
elsewhere. Engineers also believed 
the casing- scat was either blown 
out or was leaking badly. 


Thus, they were faced with casing 


leaks at three depths and probably 
a cavity nt the casing seat. 


Some Crates Dead 


On Monday, the flow around the 


outside of the water well casing in 
the Davis plant suddenly ceased, 
and the well began to blast rocks, 
mud and water from inside the 
casing, indicating that the original 
blowout had been either through 
the 330-foot or 550-foot water sands 
in the field, that this had finally 
been cltoked off and that the escap- 
ing gas had channeled into the 
830-foot sand. Supporting this theory 
was the cessation of pressure on 
the three craters opposite the plant 
as well as a shallow water well 
drilled opposite the Ingram home. 
All tnese are now dead. 


The wild water well has now 


buried the plant ground beneath 
two to six feet of mud, water and 
rocks, some of the latter having 
torn holes six to "twelve inches in 
diameter in the roof of the plant 
office building and the giant cooling 
tower, both of them 500 feet north 
of the crater. 


The mud flow made its way Int 


the plant's main pump-house, wher 
an estimated $250,000 worth of cost 
ly machinery Is partially buried 
In addition, about $60,000 worth o 
construction materials stored In th 
plant yard has suffered undetermln 
ed damage, engineers uported. Th 
water well is estimated to have 
erupted 100,000 cubic yards of dirt

Both are probably 
losing cither in action or by con- 
tinued nerve strain, more skilled 
pilots, bombers and gunners than 
they can train immediately.

both in men and machines, is not 
to be sifted out of rival accounts

more than a realistic accounting of 
bomb damage to either military 
targets or popular morale on either

Road Is Convenient 


The Depot road, Puckett declar- 


ed, would be more convenient tn 
traffic from Mission, coulcl be con- 
verted into a wide highway through- 
out its length and would not be 
any less accessible for McAllen 
traffic than the Tenth street route. 


Asked .about building 
bridge 


over the floodway to afford outlets 
in case of high water, Puckett said 
his recommendation would be no 
to use any bridge on the Dep'o 
road, but to build B small bridge 
on the Pharr-Hidalgo road which 
would be used only during high 
water.

Earnings on a few of the common 
stocks should reach levels that may 
make present prices look silly. 


Handsome Returns 


Investors who can afford to take 


a chance on part of their funds 
may make a profit by now getting 
into certain railroad securities pro- 
vided they get out soon enough and 
before they lose their paper profits. 
By careful selection a fairly choice 
list of medium-grade railroad bonds, 
which have earned their interest in 
all but a few years can be purchas- 
ed to yield 8 to 10 per cent to ma- 
turity. An investor might even take 
2 per cent of this return for current 
income, and by putting the rest in 
the savings bank as a 
reserve 


j against price depreciation, he 
may 


be pleasantly sutprised at future 
results. 


The outlook for railroad work- 


ers also is temporarily hopeful. More 
traffic and more revenues mean 
more jobs not only on trains but 
on 
maintenance 
work, 
in 
new 


equipment plants, at general offices 
and in repair shops. 
In fact, pros- 


perity in the railroad business will 
gn a long way to bring prosperity 
in all lines of business as well as 
vice versa.

closed most of fighting in Thurs- 
day's big air battles took place over 
sea but that wreckage of 49 enemy 
planes was found "strewn over the 
British countryside." 


The communique follows:

the loss of 
only 32 aircraft 
in 


Thursday's air battles in the course 
of which 189 enemy aircraft were 
destroyed. 


Although most of the fighting 


took place over the sea it is now 
known that 49 enemy aircraft were 
brought down on land. 


The German high command will 


find it difficult to explain how the 
wreckage of 4ft .of their aircraft 
came to be strewn over the British 
countryside If their total losses for 
the day were only 32.

. were originally organized twenty 
years ago and nearly 300,000 will be 
at their posts of duty with the re- 
opening of schools in all sections of 
the country. 
Not only do patrol members In 


8,000 scattered communities pro- 
i 
tect school children at street inter- 
suctions and on rural roads, but they 
also learn to work hand-in-hand 
with police officers and school 
safety authorities and in addition 
they learn the value of discipline. 


j 
The result is that school patrol offi- 
ccrs and members rank high in 
o'her student activities. 


lv. I^ence. of the spirit behind this 


youth movement is found in the 
formation of drill teams, attendance 
at patrol summer camps and new 
respect of police en the part of 
youngsters. 
All this i« an import- 
ant contribution to the fine morale 
of the school patrols, and is In addi- 
tion to the specific traffic safety 
functions. 
Good Youth Training 


Initially started by A.A.A. motor 
clubs, in cooperation with school 
and police authorities at scattered 
points in the twenties when the 
country was first becoming motor-

ized, the school patrol movement 
has won an enviable place in the 
ybuth training field. 
It looms as of even greater im- 
.pci-.s-nce at a time when the re- 
sources of the country are being 
mobilized in an emergency period.

In the forefront of participation by 
young men and women in their 
teens and twenties will be thou- 
sands of former school patrols mem- 
bers alert to any demand for their 
services. 
Aside from this now universal 
training feature, the patrols have 
made a real contribution to child 
safety. Fatalities .involving school 
children between the ages ot five 
and nineteen have been steadily 
reduced, while those involving adult 
iLgc groups have steadily increased.

An outgrowth of the patrol move- 


ment is the National Parade and 
Aseembly held each year in the na- 
tional capital. Approximately 16.000 
patrol members were in the 1940 
parade and passed in review before 
many national dignitaries. President 
Roosevelt and members of Congress 
always show some recognition of 
this great spectacle of youth. Plans 
are already in the making for the 
1941 parade in Washington. An an- 
nual parade is also held on the 
west coast. Awards for live saving 
in traffic are features. 
So with twenty years progress 


in the school patrol movement be- 
hind the plans for the future, this 
youth training organization prom- 
ises to have a far-reaching part in 
the protection of school children 
and in bringing to them greater 
appreciation lor individual care and 
caution.

contribution to the reduction of 
child traffic accidents. This reduc- 
tion has been so outstanding and 
continuous that school safety pa- 
trols have now become an integral 
part of school and community ac- 
tivities. Bond Principle* 
It also has become apparent that 
the fundamentals underlying the 
school safety patrol are a contribu- 
tion to sound education, in addition 
to the value of its primary objective 
—the protection of child life. 
The lack of organization and 


uniformity which marked the early 
years of patrols, when many were 
allowed to direct vehicular traffic 
or stand in the street, - practically 
is eliminated today. In these early 
days the equipment of patrols was 
even more varied. Some wore belts 
some arm bands and still others 
caps. 
Today most patrols are organ- 
ized and function in accordance 
with standard rules compiled and 
approved by representatives of five 
national organizations—the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association, Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, National Education As- 
sociation, National Safety Council, 
and United States Office of Edu- 
cation. 
These rules specify 
that "the 


function of the school safety pa 
trol is to instruct, direct and con- 
trol the members of the student 
body in crossing the street at or 
near schools. • Patrols should not 
be charged with the responsibility 
of directing vehicular traffic, nor 
be allowed to «Jo so, other than 
signalling to * motorist who ap- 
proaches the crossing after the 
student pedestrians have left the 
curb." 
Group Activities 
In many schools the patrols have 
organized group activities. Often 
these groups »re entertained by 
civic bodies and include social as 
well as educational, programs at 


their meetings. A newer feature in 


have been held throughout the 
country during the past few years 
as an experiment. These have been 
so successful that their number is 
increasing. Those already tried have 
been repeated each year.

School Bus Is Ready For Service 


INTENSIVE traffic gafety educa- 


tion and driver training in the 
high schools of the country have 
developed a greater appreciation 
for the automobile in daily life "and 
a new sense of responsibility which 
will assure better traffic conditions 
in the years to come. 


This widespread training can al-

Mothers are Inclined to thin 


that how to make their girl or boy 
college room homelike is the firs 
thing to consider. But as a matter 
of fact, how to make it college 
like is fur more important! For the 
freshmen whose college rooms at 
tempt to repeat the atmosphere in 
which they have been happy a 
home are apt to be embarrassed 
when they discover that college 
students today usually think o: 
themselves as serious workers whose 
living quarters should be primarily 
work rooms rather than expressions 
of iaste in home decorating. 


This doesn't mean, however, thai 


the college room need be devoid 
of taste, despite the fact that the 
room itself 'is apt to be a square 
box with a small window and plain 
walls. 


Since it should by all means be 


cheerful it is essential to conserve 
every bit of light You do this 
by using draperies which frame 
the window rather than cover it 
Glass curtains are out of place in 
a college room where the window 
is usually open for air the year 
round. 


Hangings should be of a solid 


color to prevent the small room 
from having a cluttery appearance. 
The rug, too, is better plain. Color 
for- contrast and to liven the room 
can best be introduced in brilliant 
spots—a modern print or two on 
the walls, bright lacquer applied 
to the insides of the book shelves, 
a leather hassock and plenty of 
colorful pillows.

The room will probably be equip- 


ped by th*e college with a single 
bed, usually of the couch variety, a 
straight chair, a dresser and as a 
rule it will contain a desk.
